Henry D. Deam, the projector of 
one of the inoBt gifraDtic railway 
Bphemet ever heard of in Michigan, 
can now inhabit hit old haunta in Ben­ 
ton Harbor without interferance from 
Megsrfl. Hamilton, Hollis and Davi^ 
office holders in the Benton Harbor 
Electric Railway and Transit company. 


These men have been hounding the 
footstei^ of Mr. Deam for more than a 
month, or ever since Judge Ooolidge 
directed that Deam should open the 
railway company’s safe which con­ 
tained the books, contracts and all 
memoranda of the coi||pAy. Mr. Deam, 
the founder of the plan to tunnel under 
Benton Harbor with a railway, became 
dissatisfied with ^ e representation al­ 
low^ him in the ‘^Tunnel” company 
after its re-organization and went into 
the courts with the purpose of having 
new arrangements made. The result 
was the entry of an order i^ntinst him 
directing that he unlock the company’s 
safe. Before service of the order could 
be secured, Deam was out of the state 
and he has remained away except on 
Sunday when he come over from Chi­ 
cago to visit his family. He does not 
have to conceal bis movements now. 
He can wainder where he chooses with­ 
out molestation. 


Judge Coolidge has decided that 
Deam need not open the safe at this 
time and the judge three days ago 
signed an order staying the enforce­ 
ment of the decree that Deam unlock 
the company’s safe. A motion to set 
aside the order maybe made on two 
days* notice of hearing in o]^n court 
or at chambers.

yesterday to stand by the demand for 
II, a ton. A conference committee was 
appointed to confer with the operators 
and a settlement may be effected. About 
800 men ai^ out. 


'The operators Issued a statement a few 
days ago refusing to grant the price 
asked by the miners» and it is reason­ 
ably certain that they will not give in 
The present price is 75 and 80 cents, and 
the operators may grant 80 and 85 cents 
with a possibility of going to 90 cent^ 
Des Moines district is known among 
miners as Polk county, but the strike 
may affect the ofncial Des Moines dis 
trict, taking in Adair. Boone. Dallas 
Greene. Guthrie, Marion, Polk, Story 
and Wet)ster counties. 


Boone. la., Sept. 2.—The miners in this 
district held a^^eetlng yesterday after­ 
noon and votel to .demand 90 cents per 
ton for mining or stV^e. The operators 
have not taken action on the matter 
For three years here the railroad mines 
have paid 80 cents and the others 90 
This summer the niiners in the general 
trade mines agi'eed l o work during the 
summer for 80 cents in order to get some 
work through the dull season, the un 
derstanding being that the 90-cent cut 
rate would be resumed In the fall.

taineers, w hersaa^ sister moantaln— 
that is to say, the broken off peak—is 
qnlle Ihe reverse. Fioin the pdnl where 
it risss from Ihe snrronnding desert 
table lisad there Is nothing bnl a steep 
wall of volcanic rock, nol merely ban- 
dreds bnl probably a couple of thou­ 
sand f^ t high. Indeed the only point 
whence access could ever be obtained 
to the summit of the sister mountain of 
San Antonio would be f^on the cuplike 
Interval which divides the two, and 
BMntion of which has been madeabova 
This cup, however, is filled with 
water and Is known by the nsme of the 
CanCadas lak& It is a great sheet of 
water of marvelous depth and clearness. 


On this farther end of Ihe lake, and 
in the lalsrlor of this sister mountain 
of San Antoniob dwells the mysterious 
white race known as the Cantadaa Dis* 
trustful. appaiMitly, of the gase of stran­ 
gers, these people of the mountain sel­ 
dom leave their habitations during day­ 
time, and on tlie slightest alarm of 
visitors they seek theshelterof the rock. 
But by hiding on the opposite cliffs un­ 
til evening and with the aid of glasses 
II is possible to get a good view of t h ^ 
when they begin at sunset to gather on 
ibe grassy meadow which fronts the 
opening of the caves and extends down 
to the water’s ediie. 


Beautiful, fair bair^, white skinned 
girls, clad In flowing white linen gar­ 
ments, which scarcely conceal the sinu­ 
ous beauty of perfect grace and form, 
come out to wash linen in the lake and 
to sporl on the cool green grass. The 
men, too, are simply dressed* in much 
the same way, their while linen gar­ 
ments bbing admirably suited to the 
tropic climale. Many other signs of a 
high degree of civilisation appear, and 
from certain points near the summit of 
San Antonio it is possible, with the aid 
of strong glsssssi to catch glimpses 
through fissures here and there in the 
wall of rook of the twin mountain, of 
sheep and cattle grasing, of green fieldi 
and trees and of white, flat roofed bouses 
running parallel with one another, all 
brilliantly lighted by tbe sun, aad there 
fore leading to tbe belief that the lute 
rior of this sister mountain of San An­ 
tonio most be hollowed out into some 
valley, possibly the crater of an extinct 
volcano, which, through soase freak of 
nature, hss been eonverted from barren 
basalt and lava into grassy and fertile 
slopes. 


An intrepid explorer would not have 
great difficulty in reaching the Cantadas 
people. All that would be necessary 
would be to ascend the San Antonio 
peak, to descend on the other side nntil 
one reached Ibe cliffs that overhang the 
Cantadas lake, to have oneself lowered 
by means of a rope to the surface of the 
latter and then to swim iicross the lake, 
whioh may be anywhere from four lo 
six miles in length. 


Certain scientists who have investi­ 
gated Ibe tradition and rumors that ex­ 
ist about the Cantadas among the in 
habilauts, African and Portngueae, of 
the Cape Verde islands, are inclined to 
the belief that they are of Cornish 
origin. This theory is due to the fact 
that what is slated lo be their longue 
resembles the dialect of Ihe natives of 
Cornwall more than any other known 
language.*—New York Journal.
